the summer at Fort Adams, got up, for
spectacles, a string of court-martials
on the officers there. One and anoth-
er of the colonels and majors were
tried, and, to fill out the list, little No-
lan, against whom, heaven knows,
there was evidence enough, that he
was sick of the service, had been will-
Ing to be false to it, and would have
obeyed any order to march anywhither
with anyone who would follow him,
had the order only been signed, “By
command of His Exc. A. Burr.," The
courts dragged on. The big flles es
caped, rightly for all I know. Nolan
was proved gullty cnough, as 1 say;
yet you and I would pever have heard
of him, reader, but that, when the
president of the court asked him at the
close, whether he wished to say any-
thing to show thut he hnd always been
falthful to the United Stutes, he cried
out, In a fit of frenzy:

“D——n the United States! 1 wish
T may never hear of the Unlted States
aguin!”

worse, He called the court Into his
private room, and returned In fifteen
minutea, with a face like a sheet, to
say:

“Prisoner, hear the sentence of the
court. The court decides, subject to
the approval of the preaident, that you
never hear the name of the United
States agnin”

Nolan laughed. But nobody else
langhed. Old Morgan wus (oo
solemn, and the whole room was
hushed dend as night for a minute,
Even Nolan lost his swagger In 8 mo-
ment. Then Morgan added: “Mr
Marshal, take the prisoner to Orleans
in an armed boat, and deliver him to
the naval commander there”

. The marshal gave ‘his orders, and
the prisoner was taken out of court.

“Mr. Marshal,” continued old Mor
gan, “see that no one mentions the
United States to the prisoner. Mr.
Marshal, meke my respects to Lieu-
tenant Mitchell at Orleans, and re-
quest him to order that no one shall
mention the United States to the pris-
oner while he is on board ship. You
will recelve your written orders from
the officer on duty here this evening.
The court Is adjourned without day."

I have always supposed that Colonel
Morgan himself took the proceedings
of the court to Washington City, and
explained them to Mr. Jefferson, Cer-
tain it is that the president approved
them, certaln, that Is, if I may belleve
the men who say they have seen his
sigoature,

The plan then adopted was sub-
stantlally the same which wus neces-

y followed ever after. Perhaps
it was suggested by the necessity of
sending him by water from Fort
Adams and Orleans. The secretary of
the navy was requested to put Nolan
on board a government yessel bound
on a long crulse, and to direct that he
should be only so far confined there
as to make It certaln that he never
saw or heard of the country, We had
few long crulses then, and the navy
was very much out of favor; and as
almost all of this story is traditional,
as I have explaloed, I do not know cer-
talnly what his first cruiss was. But
the commander to whom he was In-
trusted—perhaps It was Tingey or
Bhaw, though I think it was one of
the younger men—we are all old
enough now—regulated the etiquette
and the precautions of the affair, and
according to his scheme they were
carried out, I suppose, till Nilan died.

When I was second officer of the In-
trepld some thirty years after, I saw
the original paper of Instructions, 1
huve heen surry ever since that I did
not copy the whole of It. It ran, how-
ever, much in this way:

“Wushington,” (with thesdate, which
must have been lute In 1807).

“Sir—You wlill recelve from Lien-
tenant Neale the person of Phillp No-
Ian, late a lleutenant in the United
. Btates army.

“This person on his trial by court-
martial expressed with an oath the
wish that he might never hear of the
United States agnin.

“The court sentenced him to have
his wish fulfilled,

“For the present, the execution of
the order Ia Intrusted by the president
of this department.

*You will take the prisoner on board
your ghip, and keep him there with
such precautions as shall prevent his
escnpe.

“You will provide him with such
quarters, rations, and clothing as
would be proper for an.officer of his
late rank, If he were a passenger on
your vessel on the business of his gov-
ernment.

“The gentlemen on board will make
any arrangements agreeable to them-
selves regnrding his soclety. He is to
be exposed to no Indignity of any kind
nor I8 he ever unnecessarily to be re-
minded that he Is & prisoner.

“But under no circumstances I8 he
ever to hear of his country or to see
any information regarding It; and you
will especially caution all the officers
under your command to teke care that,
in the varlous Indulgences which may
be granted, this rule, in which his pun-
Ishment 18 Iovolved, shall not be
broken.

“It ia the intentlon of the govern-
ment that he shall never aguin msee
the couniry which he has disowned.
Before the end of your crulse you will
recelve orders which will give effect
to this Intention,
